After Trimming Resolution 
of Boycott Provisions, 
Meeting Votes Sympathy 
With the Irish Cause. 


VOTE. UNANIMOUS 


Defection ” Ranks of Back-

DENVER, Colo., June 22,—After 


a stormy debate the American Fed- 
eration of Labor convention today 


disposed of the Irish question by 
adopting a resolution—trimmed of 
its most, drastic boycott provisions— 
expressing sympathy for the Irish 
cause. ; 

The appeal of the boycott sup- 
porters from the ruling of President 
Gompers provoked one of the storm- 
fest sessions in the history of the 
federation. Cheers and jeers were 
mingled as the boycotters took the 
floor and attacked Gompers, who 
had ruled out their motion to have 
the boycott declaration added to the 
resolution expressing sympathy for 
the Irish republic which was report- 
ed favorably by the committee. The 
convention overwhelmingly support- 
ed Gompers. 

Boycott Forces Defeated. 

The action of the convention com- 
pleted the defeat of the supporters 
of the boycott declaration, which 
they claimed had been drafted by 
“high officials of the Irish republic.” 
The boycott supporters contested 
every effort to bring the sympathetic 
resolution to\a vote, without its boy- 
cott provisions, by raising points of 
order and attempting to have the 
entire matter referred back to the 
committee for reconsideration.

Labor and Freight Costs. 

“One of the principal, if not the 
principal factor in the costs of al] 
of these materials is labor, and the 
labor cost has been arbitrarily kept 
up by the unions. The statutes cov- 
er only price fixing of commodities 
and labor is not a commodity, so 
that the statutes cannot be applied 
to those instances of unfair price- 
fixing and unreasonable restraints by 
union members. Surely the remedy 
here will be in the- wisdom of the 
labor leaders who will be farsighted 
enough to recognize the benefits 
which will come from a fair adjust- 
ment of wages t6 tc reduced cost 
of living, resulting in increased de- 
mand for labor, better housing con- 
ditions and an end of unemploy- 
ment. ; 

“Another great factor is that of 
freight costs which fortunately its 
on the decline, but which still op- 
erates to the disadvantage of all con- 
sumers. Even with these two fac- 
tors out of the control of the State, 
it may safely be said that the price 
of materials will fn all probability 
be shortly reduced. 

“The Attorney-General has heen 
warned to keep hands off of busi- 
ness, but business cannot cry hands 
off while any part of it is saying 
to the public ‘Hands up.’ There can 
be no security in the business world 
while business rests on unlawful 
practices, or illegal acts. These 
prosecutions are not matters for of- 
ficial discretion. They are the in- 
evitdble result of violations of the 
laws of Missouri.”

State Department’s Statement. 

The official announcement says: 

“The Department of State is in 
possession of the following informa- 
tion concerning the disappearance of 
the crew of the American schooner 
Carol A. Deering: .

The Head Camp of the Modern |

The status of railroad men engaged

A report of the Committee on Haz-. 
ardous Occupations, which has been | 


considering the whole question, was 
expected to show a somewhat more 
attitude toward 
railroad men than pro- 
posals made at yesterday's sessions 
by the Law Committee, which pre- 
sented a most radica! departure from 
the former policy by listing all rail- 
road men actually engaged in the op- 
eration of trains on the list of risky 
occupations. 

Methods of Increasing Revenues.

Spencer A. Merrél!l of 5867 Nir» 
place, St. Louis, who tomorrow will 
commence clearing a 450-acre tract 
of timber land near Monk's Mound 
northeast of East St. Louis, which he 
will convert into truck garden tracts.

The work of clearing the grourd 
will be commenced tomorrow. and 
39 men have been engaged.
